THE DISASTER ON THE SOUND.

-City «f Xorw.ch.»-r»9s 


of Eleven 1-ivcs. 


From tho New York Herald, April 10. 


About half-past tea p. ru,, on Tuesday lust the 


Btcamcr City of Norwich left New London lor 
ttiii port, with a crew of nlueteen men aud 
twelve paaseiigers—Including ull hands 011 board 
about fortj eouls. The weather was Hue at tho 
time of itarting, but toward morning a slight 
haze bcguu to obicurc objects on the Sound, ne- 
cessitating great carefulness on the pavt of tho 
pilot to keep clear of vessels bound iu the oppo- 
site direction to that which the. city of Norwich 
WHS pursuing. 


The vessel arrived at Uuntliigtou about ft-15 a. 


m., and shortly afterward collided with the 
schooner Gen. Van Vliet. The schooner struck 
thu steamer amidfthlpH, cultiiig licr through. The 
water rising In her liftetK her tires, so that they 
communicated with, the woodwoik and eutiruly 
destroyed her. This disaster itiaiilluti Iu the loss 
ot eleven precious live?, the ri'iiis.i'jdur being 
brought to tlils d;y. 


THE PILOT'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. H. L. Tracy, the lirst pilot, who waj in the 


wheelhousc at the tmio of the aecident, with tlie 
wheelman, John Carpenter, states that, at about 
lalf past three o'clock on Wednesday morning 
while the steamer was pursuing her regular 
course, just opposito Huntington, L. L, he per- 
ceived, about one thousand fuel fiom his port 
side, the Blmdeofa dim light on the sal* of a 
schooner coming towaid tliu City of Nbiwich.— 
Ic imtuedintely hove tlic wheel to port, and 
slowed api-ed, n'oppud, und then backed tlic bo.it. 
3ut the Bailing vefstel continued btraight ahcud. 
and with terrible force struck the City of Nor- 
wich in her forward gangway, on the port side, 
earing away her guards and staving in her sides, 
sinking herself shortly alicrnard. lie imiuedl- 
iteJy blew three whistles as a signal ot distress 
o any vessels that might be in sight or hearing 
distance, and endeavored to turn the head of the 
vessel towurd Huntiugtou beach, distant about 
two miles and a half, confiding in tlieatruugtli of 
thu forward water-tight bulkhead to keep tlic 
boat afloat until she could be run ashore.

The Cholera—Ia it Contagious! 


In a recent number of The Medical and Sur- 


gical Journal is a very able article by Dr. Jacob 
Eigclow upou tbe question whether tbe cholera 
Is contagious or not. From this article wo gath- 
er

Dr. 


Bigelow stoutly argues, and we thiuk with grout 
foice. tbat tbe disease !• uot contagion?, nnd put- 
ting out of the case the terrible results of fear, 
there Bucms scarcely a reasonable ground for 
differing from kis cduclusidiis. 


lu tlic visitations of cholera hi 1S30 and 1S47, 


there was a most remarkable coincidence in the 
route followed by tbe pestilence, fioin its origin 
until It disappeared. Thus it broke out at an 
interval of seventeen \ears aud in corresponding 
months of the ycitr, in TlHIs, Astrachan, Mot 
cojr, St. Petersburg, and Berlin. In 18.31, fron 
Berlin the cholera left the frequented route t 
1 


Paris, find passing along the Baltic shores croasci 
over to Sundcrland, and broke out in London 
It then rcciosscti to tlic Continent and vi&itci 
Paris, taking bix inonlhs in its journey fron 
Berlin to that place. 


Ten months ago the cholera, whose visit Is now 


apprehended, fell upon the caravans of the pil 
grims to anil fioni Mecca. In May, 1805, it wiu 
at Alexandria am! Cairo. In June, at Constant! 
naplc, Ancona, and Marseilles; and in November 
to a small extent, had its victims in Paris. Thus 
Ihc choleri li.is been for several months in Euro 
pcan cities which have constant commercial in 
tcrconrse with the United States, during wind 
time thousands of travelers, mid w:.rca and mcr 
chandiBC in immense quantities, liavc passed be 
twccu the pluces, without any of thot>c results 
which are hicyitablo in eaaes of contagioua 
casi s, 


Dr. Bigclow argues that rpldcmics require two 


tliin^a forthcir introduction and extension: First 
Predisposition in the inhabitants of the place vis- 
lied; and e ceo ml, the arrival and prceeuce ot an 
exciting cause. This cause is In FOIIIC epidem- 
ics, as tin- small-pox, contagion; iu others, it ia 
unknown. 
Against it liuuun knairleilge has 


been unable lo supply either preventive or con 
trolling mcnnurcp. 
Quarantine, thoifgh estab- 


lished lime and again v*Uh military regularity, 
h..s proved unitvalliiig to kcep^baek the cholera 
It steps over all bi.rrleni and follows man where- 
ever nnm is predisposed for Its visit. 


All reasoning as to i\liy it li.ivrls by one loutc 


and avoids anoUicr Is necessarily pure specula- 
tion; as am also all theories accounting lor its 
presence at all. The attacks of cholera which 
have hitherto tr'Tel?1 tlic world over, Including 
that now c:i Its journey, date buck to the nqualld 
and flUhy mutjses of the devotees at*Mecca, yet 
tlie cholera exists among those harac people, 
more or less, every year. Nothing in fact !• 
known of tlie exciting CIMISC of cholera, and cot 
much of the means ofiu prevention, except that 
by regulating personal habits l>y the dictate* of 
reason and experience, the danger ami fiequcncy 
of He occnrrcnee aro diminished. Tho learned 
doctor rejects, because th'-y are "as fully dramat- 
ic as probable," the sentalional stories told from 
time to time of remark ible ittdt uiccs of comtnu- 
nicatiug and arresting the cholera, and equally 
•o the credit given to the cupposed efficacy of 
"disinfectants." Jn conclusion, he denied that in 
clean and well regulated cities of temperate cli- 
mates the cholera is the formidable epidemic U 
ii supposed to be. Its vk-ilme are always those 
predisposed to it, and generally tltc poor, Mi-pro- 
vided, worn out and intemperate, in whom the 
disease only anticipates the date, but duct* not 
c-rcfttty increase the annual number of deaths.— 
Iti mortality rarely exceeds one per cent, of the 
population in a given place or j ear. so lh.it the 
risk Is not yieater than tbat of a vojiige to Eu- 
rope.

There i* unquestionably to und practical dense 


in the conclusion of the learned doctor that 
"people who would avoid or prcvrpt cholera, 
ahould cuUiTsUe equanimity, regularity of life 
and habiu, cleanliness, salubrious exercises, tem- 
perance, nntl aioidaiicu of all excesses. When 
they hare done their duty tn providing for the 
care of the sick, allaying public panic!*, ami abat- 
ing p'uniic nuisanccH, they may safely dismiss 
their apprehensions." lie repeats, after the ex- 
perience of thirty years, the aphorism thai 
"ahould tho cholera continue to prevail three 
years tlironghont • thin continent, 
it ' would 


cease to interrupt either business or recreation. 
Mankind cannot ulvtayK stand aghast, and the 
wheels of society at long'.h would be no more 
Impeded b}* He presence limn they now arc by 
Ihc existence of consumption, of old age, or ol 
drunkcnne*s."

on Tuesday, Dr. Parker stated that he received 
information of a case treated h; Dr. A. E. Leon- 


• ftrd, at Roekland Lake, whioh, from ftll the symp- 


toms described, he would set down as a ease of 
Asiatic cliolcrn. The person in question had 
(Men a dinner of frcih pork, and luul drank a 
jre»t drat of Ice water. He "was shortly after- 
ward scixcd with cramps, began lo purge and 
vomit, and Anally fell into a eollnpsc. Dr. Leon- 
ard had since sent him a dispatch, saying that a 
reaction had Uken place, and that be hoped to 
save the patient. In referring to this, Dr. Pnr- 
.ker said that cholera was abroad, and If the great- 
est attention to diet WM ' not strict Ir paid at 
this mason, numbers would (all TlctlnM to the
